more vital than In any riher state 
because of tiie fail iliat Keiiiin ky 
counties new laniiot tax themselves 
to erect m hool buildinKs. The dl.s- 
graii'ful ei nditiun of the little one 
room s( h<n'l>. the l.u k of mil Imild- 
ings, the overcrowdini;. the unhy- 
genic comiiticns, the iuip'>ssil,iliiy of 
safe-fuardinR the health of the chil- 
dren under such awful conditions, in- 
spired the delegatea to the atato-wide 
eo B l te —ce with a bvmlng deterrolna- 
tioB to set Kentocky right before the 
world, and give "a aqnare ^ar to 
the boya and glrlf of the atate.

I n several states provision 
has li.c n ii:.!i!e fi<r ihc in< lu'inn of 
lessons m lire waste, lire prevention 
and the or<!inary fire hazards in the 
conise of study, while some states 
have set apart one afternoon carb 
year as "fire da\*', when puMio ex- 
ercises are held, with essays, dis- 
cussions, fire drills and talks by fire 
men and insurance a^^ents. It is 
certain that the American public 
requires education in the matter of 
the fire waste, most of which is due 
to carelcsness, and this education 
can very well begin in the schools, 
so that the younger generation will 
understand it, with the assurance 
that the children will carry home 
with them what they have learned 
and the matter will become a subject 
of tiiscussion about the family fire- 
side. 1 hat there is good precedent 
for this policy is shown by the re- 
port of the special commision of 
^the ilritish I'irc I'revention Conimii- 
tee, which visited (iermany to study 
fire protection condition in that 
country. This report dwells on 
the fact that "much is being done 
in Russia to install into the minds 
of children at an early age the nec 
cssity of cxercisirg ^rjatcare in the 
use of lire and artificial light. The 
general result of this is that the 
children at an early a^e are tau^iit 
by lesson, by fable or by suitible 
pictures the neccesity of being care- 
ful when using matches or open 
ligbta, when approaching fires, car- 
rying lamps, etc. They are csjcc- 
ially warned as to the dangers of 
gasoline and also such materials as 
cellulcid. etc. I ncse simple eJu 
CAlii<Rai itielbods are having a uiost 
marked effect oa the whole of the 
c >ming generation in Prussia. Tbt 
effect of the teaching upon the child- 
r'^n li.ic al^.t made itself so felt among 
their parents that they too of late 
years have b?coroe a great deal 
more careful.

^hall oiler a few thoughts on the sub- 
ject, "I'he Origin and Meaning »»f 
Language." This subject is one that 
is somewhat complicated and t»b- 
scure in its origin il sense. Let Uft 
first define language and tiieii trace 
its development. Wc believe that 
we may be safe in saying that the 
hiiinan brain is the orii^in, or rather 
the center and source ol human 
language. .And language is to the 
brain a vehicle for thought and 
means to communicate ideas and 
impressions of existing conditions 
ol things. Language consists in im- 
pressions and expressions. Perhaps 
it sliall be well ciumgh to ailil that 
there arc ditlcrent degrees and kinds 
of language, communicative and 
capable of making impressions and 
exerting an inilueme. I in^tiage i» 
bodies of words and methods of 
combining words used and uitdcr- 
stood any means of expression or 
( omiiuiiii( aiing feeling or thought. 
In the usual sense language means 
a system of conventionalized signs, 
that is, words or gestures having a 
fixed meaning, expressions that con 
vey ideas, expressions that syrobo- 
li/e ideas. I'odily expressions, 
whether gestures or articulation and 
inscriptions, as printing, writing arc 
its chief forms; but any systematic 
symbolism is in a more or less trans- 
ferrcil sense called language. The 
faculty of verbal expression and the 
use of words in human Intercourse 
^re words themselves in their gram- 
matical relationship articulate 
sounds by which animals inferior 
t ) n. )n express their feclin;^s or

have the inarticulate or what might 
be termed the dumb language, con- 
sisting in appear in< e ami movement, 
i'oets frequently allude to this lan- 
guage, the language of art, of nature, 
of llowers, of the forest and of the 
stars, the nliisperipgs of the wind, 
the muttering of the waters, the 
halo of the bright day dawn make 
impressions as by vocal language 
and attract human thought and con- 
sideration.

Now as to the origin and com- 
mencement of the articulate ami 
vocal language, it can not be def 
iuitely determined. We believe that 

the primitive language of the human

( )ur philologists anthropogenists and 
historians fail to fix a period for the 
commencement of vocal language 
and utterances; historians difter in 
regard to the appearance of man 
upon the woild. Our biblical history

.Moses lea hes as far back as six 
thousand yeais, commencing with 
Adam the first man of the Jewish 
history. While lieros'is, the ("hal- 
dcan historian, antedates the Jewish 
history, as does Menetho, the Egyp- 
tian historian, also that of the Chin- 
ese and other chronologists. But 

' without entering upon a discussion 
of ancient history and cosmogony, 
we shall add that it is believed by 
our scientists of the |)resent age that 
there was a prehistoric period of the 
existence of man, and that there are 
three periotis i > which man has lived, 
the stone, the bronze and the iron 
ages; and during part of the stone 
age language and communication 
were effected by signs, motions and 
sounds, whith became really the 
root of all language.

Coryxa is an intlamation of the 
mucus membrane lining the cavities 
of the nasal passages, and may be 
either of the acute or chronic var- 
iety. In its acute form it Is gener- 
ally called ^ a cold in the head.** 
I he reason for this is that, given 
certain conditions of the system 
which tend to inflamed mucous 
I membrane, the acute attack can 
' very often be traced to exposure to 
cold, drafts, or damp. It can, per- 
, haps, just as often be traced to heat, 
I dust and stuffiness: but what ever 
■ may be the final touch, it is certain 
j that the victim of the coryza was 
in a coodition in which his powers 
of resistance were reduced, or he 
could not have "caught cold." 

It is uf great impoitance that 
those people who spend many months 
of the year traveling from one attack 
of coryza to another should learn 
just where to place the blame for 
their trouble. It is a pity to get in- 
to the habit of blaming every open 
door or window, or dreading every 
unexpected breath of air, because 
this only leads to the course cf life 
most to be avoided. If a person 
finds himself with the "catching 
cold" habit increasing winter by 
winter, depend upon it there is some- 
thing wrong, and that sometbiog is 
aol ire>>« ^ir, ucc^i.-.'. thjit- h ti.<; 
very ikinp bp, 5f' nli j eople, most 
needs. In sucli a case the daily 
habit should be carefully overhauled. 

Does the sufterer overeat, and 
especially docs he take too much 
animal food and too litilc exercise.-' 
This mistake is at the root of the 
cor) /a habit in many cases. It is 
simply the sign of rebellion on the 
part of the overloaded system. 
Often the trouble may be traced to 
too much heavy clothing, to rooms 
kept too warm, and to an atmosphere 
dried up with steam heat and not 
ventilation. Peo|rfe who sleep in 
shut-up, stuffy bedrooms ought to 
live in a state of grcatful surprise 
if they do not have constant colds. 

The change that can be produced 
in the human constitution in this 
respect by a continuous course of 
common sense applied to daily life 
is almost like miracle-working, dnt 
the course must bo begun to-d.iy and 
kept up at least three hundred and 
sixty-five days in the year. The 
cold catcher must pay minute atten- 
tion to the digestive process, and is 
probably better off to eat meat not 
mors than once a day at the most. 
His bedroom window must stay open 
winter and summer — not two inches 
but all the way open. He must ac- 
custom himself to cold water bathiug. 
I bis does not nccesarily mean ice 
water bathing. A bath thermom- 
eter is a cheap purchase, and suty 
five degrees is cold enough for moat 
l>ersons. 

Deep, slow breathing, with the 
mouth closed, should be constantly 
practised, and never aM>re faithlally 
than at the moment whea a cold 
seems to be iu the act of getting it- 
self ^^caught."
